Wedemeycr, who retired., from 


the army Monday after 34- years,

everywhere to help stop commu- 
nism. In particular, he praised the 
planned help for Franco Spain 


A critic of past United States' 


policy in China, Wedemeyer said 
that America's lighting in Koiea 
has been restricted by other coun- 
tries within the U. N. 


"It will be a long time before 


we get an organization that 
will 


perform 
effectively 
within 
the 


U. N.," he said. "Until then, let's 
not let the U. N. dissipate our 
manpower all over the world."
